JAPANESE CHILDREN'S ART EXHIBIT AT S.G.W.U. 


Art Work of Japanese Children, an exhibition circulated by The Museum 
of Modern Art, New York, will be on view in the art gallery of Sir 
George Williams University's Hall Building, Maisonneuve Boulevard and 
Bishop Street, from September 8th to 29th. 


Gallery hours are Monday through Friday from 11:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m., 
Saturday 11:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 


The exhibition is one of a series of creative teaching from all over 

the world, presented under the direction of Victor D'Amico, Director 

of the Museum of Modern Art's Department of Education. Sir George Williams 
University is presenting the exhibition as a contribution to art 

education in Montreal. It will be of great interest to all those 

concerned with teaching and the climate in which it occurs. 


Art Work of Japanese Children was selected by Lois Lord as part of 

a study of art teaching in Japan made under a grant from The New 
World Foundation. During her nine months in Japan, Miss Lord spent 
three in Tokyo, four in Kyoto living with a Japanese family, and the 
remainder in rural areas visiting schools and observing the teaching 
and study methods. 


In discussing the exhibition, Miss Lord says: "Art has traditionally 
been an important part of Japanese culture and observation of nature is 
evident in Japanese life. From the earliest age children are taken in 
family groups to see the beauty of nature such as the first greens or 
cherry blossoms in spring or the red maple trees of autumn. It may be 
usual for all children to explore nature, but in Japan natural phenomena 
are constantly pointed out both at home and school. Observation is 
extended to drawing from nature and school children are taken in groups 
to sketch in parks or temple grounds." 


Of the children's works Miss Lord says: "Often the paintings of Japanese 
children are full of detail and in some there is an emphasis on pattern.... 
Most of the work in this exhibition is from public schools in cities, and 
some from schools in small towns and rural areas. The children come 

from a variety of economic and social groups....In most elementary schools 


art is taught by the classroom teachers. In each school there is a 
"head of art' -- that is, a teacher with special training and interest 


in art, who, in addition to classroom teaching, helps the other 
teachers with their teaching."
